amazement and awe In its storied 
Slstine Chapel, gazing at the lofty 
frescoes in which Michael Angelo 
has portrayed the Bible story, 
from the Creation of the Perfect 
to the Damnation of the Wicked. 

Or returning to St. Peter’s one 
can climb, up and up. around and 
through the vast dome itself, and

perience in Rome was an audience' 
with Pope Pius XI, a quiet, schol- j 
arly man, formerly Cardinal Rat- j 
ti and head of the great Library 
of St. Ambrose in Milan, whose fa-1 
vorite recreation had been mountain 
climbing in the Italian Alps quite 
a contrast to his confinement in 
the Vatican! Having procured a 
written requisition for a ticket of 
I admission and instructions through 
the courtesy of a Catholic clergy¬ 
man and a certain monastery in 
Rome, I donned the prescribed 
simple outfit of black and white 
and was admitted at the main 
entrance of the Vatican in Piazza 
San Pietro at the prescribed hour, 
in the middle of the forenoon. I 
exchanged the requisition for the 
real ticket of admission and pro¬ 
ceeded with many other persons 
through several huge rooms with 
marble floors, seeing evervwhere 
various Vatican officials In uni¬ 
forms with gold and silver lace 
and ostrich plumes, including the 
tall Swiss guards wth their hal¬ 
berds and slashed costumes of 
purple, yellow and scarlet, de¬ 
signed by Michael Angelo. At

In addition to its many miles 
of spectacular excavations of an¬ 
cient, imperial days—forums, col¬ 
umns. amphitheatres, palaces, 
baths and catacombs—Rome has 
many hundreds of splendid Chris¬ 
tian churches, often lined and dec¬ 
orated with marble, most of them 
containing more than one distin¬ 
guished example of the painter’s 
or the jeweler’s art. Each church 
is the pride of its parish, and 
many of them in their richness 
and spaciousness are of cathedral 
scale. Nor is their dignity dimin¬ 
ished in the eyes of their wor¬ 
shipers by the fact that mingling 
with the votive offerings of cost¬ 
ly jewels, laid at the feet of a 
Madonna or saint carved in mar¬ 
ble by an immortal sculptor, one 
may see objects of tinsel, tin and 
paper. For their Church is truly 
the church of the whole people 
and has room for all their va¬ 
rious tastes, as it has for their 
persons, however shabby or poor¬ 
ly clad. 

Be.sides evidences of the Mili¬ 
tary, the Civic, and the Royal 
personnel, everywhere about Rome 
one sees the distinctive robes, 
habits and regalia of all branches 
of the Church - theological stu¬ 
dents, nuns, monks, priests, bish- 
obs, cardinals and plenipotentia¬ 
ries. from all parts of the world. 
They stride along the streets in 
their costumes derived from me¬ 
dieval times, or one sees them 
riding in open horse carriages, 
rolling along in limousines, or 
pacing slowly with rosary or open 
breviary under the cypresses of a 
monastery garden or in a quiet 
comer of the Villa Borghese gar¬ 
dens or on the hill of the Pinclo.

Un- 
le.ss we go to the station when 
the call Is heard, It is easily pos¬ 
sible to be driving away from the 
fire rather than toward it. Until 
a better system is installed, those 
who object to the noi.se can only 
hope that the discontinuance of 
the daily blasts be soon. To have 
the horn sounded every day is 
not necessary for test purpo.ses 
as two or three times each week 
should suffice. Even that would 
be very annoying and the popu¬ 
lace would become less accus¬ 
tomed to it. The sudden blast of 
the horn at an unexpected time 
is very upsetting to most persons 
who happen to be in line with the 
sound. There is some rea.son for 
objection, BUT what can we do 
about it? We might eliminate 
the night curfew or we might skip 
a few days of the noon-time an¬ 
nouncement. We 7nu.sf keep the 
horn in working condition as long 
as it is our only fire-alarm meth¬ 
od. Talk it over.
